Highlights in the address of 
Leon D Metzger, secretary of the 
Pennsylvania

Motor accidents in Pennsylva­ 
nia during the past six years: 
250.OOO in number; caused 12.- 
000 deaths; resulted in 200.000 
injured; entailed over $31,000,000 
property damage; thousands of 
minor accidents resulting in less 
than $50 damages are not in­ 
cluded in these statistics. 
Motor car inspection has re­ 
sulted in a 67 per cent decrease 
in accidents due to steering gear 
trouble.*' 
•'Speed is apparently causing 
more accidents each year. In 
1930 accidents caused by speed­ 
ing resulted in 136 killed. In 1933 
speding resulted in deaths of 337. 
"Times 
are 
getting 
better. 
Registrations of motor cars are 
fully one month ahead of last 
year showing an Increase of 60,- 
000. Increase* in operators’ li­ 
censes this year to date show an 
increase over last year of 76,000." 
“Average age of cars registered 
is normally 3'a years. Last year 
the average was Ave years. With 
the large number of new cars 
being purchased now we look for 
a return to the normal average 
age this year."
